Pulp-Grinding Machine. 





The machine for grinding wood of 
which an illustration is given consists, essen- 
tially, of a rotary grinding stone or cylinder, 
one or more feeding chutes or cells radiating 
from the face of the cylinder, and independ- 
ently operated plungers or followers arranged 
to force the wood against the cylinder at a rate 
controlled by the movement of the latter, the 
purpose being to secure simplicity of construc- 
tion and operation, economy of time and 
labor and strength and durability. 

Figure 1 is a longitudinal vertical section of 
the machine (except the grinding cylinder or 
stone), taken on the line x x, Fig. 3. Fig. 2 
is a side elevation; Fig. 3is a plan view ; 
Fig. 4 is a sectional detail of a part of the 
feeding gearing and the device for lubricating 
it; and Fig. § is a transverse section on the 
line y y, Figs. 1 and 3, of one of the feeding 
cells. 

A A represents that part of the cast-iron 


framework of the machine which forms the | 


sides of the feeding cells. The tops and bot- 
toms of these cells are formed by cast-iron 
plates, 4 4’, secured to the side plates or 
frames, A A, by means of bolts, ¢ c, passing 
through slots formed in the side plates, which 
permit of the longitudinal adjustment of the 
top and bottom plates, 4 4, to insure close 
joints between them and the face of the stone. 

E is the grinding-stone, mounted in the 
usual manner between heavy flanges, ¢’ ¢’, upon 
shaft ¢, which is provided with the cone-pul- 
ley F. 

C C are followers adapted to and arranged 
to travel longitudinally through the cells B B. 
They are formed or provided with rack-bars, 
D D, which project at the outer ends of the 
cells, and are engaged by pinions, 4 4, upon 
shafts, g g. 

M is a cone pulley, keyed to the outer end 
of the short shaft m, which has a bearing in 
bracket-box I, secured to the frame of the ma- 
chine, and is arranged to be driven from the 
pulley F on the stone-shaft ¢. Upon the other 
end of the shaft m is secured the screw gear, 
K, which works at opposite sides with similar 
gears, & 4, upon the lower ends of the upright 
shafts o o', which bear at their upper ends in 
boxes, ff’, formed upon or secured to the ends 
ot levers, P P’, which are tulcrumed to and ex- 
tend transversely across the machine, The 
longer shaft o bears at its lower end below its 
gear & in a step, /,and the shorter shaft o 
bears just above its gear 4in a box, o*, pivoted 
to the frame of the machine. A collar, 0’, 
bears upon the upper edge of the box o’, and 
sustains the shaft o’ in place. Upon the upper 
ends of shafts 0 o', adjacent to boxes / /’, are 
mounted the large worms O O’, which are ar- 
ranged to be thrown by the levers P P’ into 
and out of engagement with the worm-gears 
G G, keyed to the adjacent ends of the shafts 
gg. To the opposite ends of the shafts ¢g are 
secured hand-wheels, H H, upon the same side 
of the machine with the projecting handles of 
the levers P P’ and the openings a a into the 
cells B B. 

The rack-bars bear at their backs oppo- 
site pinions, 4 4, against friction rollers, x, 
journaled in cross-braces, N N, bolted to the 
side plates. By means of a lever, /, and 
clutch, R, applied to the shaft m and cone- 
pulley M, the feeding mechanism may be 
thrown out of gear and instantly stopped. 
The screw gears K and & é are placed in an 
iron box or trough, L, in which they may be 
immersed in oil and, together with the step /, 
constantly and thoroughly lubricated, thus pre- 
venting unnecessary wear. The openings aa 
into the cells are closed by doors a’ a’, hinged 
to the adjacent side plates. The stone is in- 
closed at the sides by iron plates A’ A’, bolted 
to the side’plates. 

To prevent the racks from being driven 
out of engagement with the pinions 4 4 when 
the followers approach the stone, a spring, S, 
is secured to the cross-braces N N, as seen 
in Fig. 1, so that its ends will engage with 
stops dd atthe ends of the rack-bars when 
they reach the limit of their advance move- 
ment. The levers P P’ are supported and 
retained in place adjacent to their handles by 
the guide r and catch 7’, secured to the fraine 
of the machine.

The bottom plates, 4 4, are formed with 
longitudinal depressions or grooves, as shown 
in Fig. 5, to guide the followers, which are 
provided on their lower faces with correspond- 
ing projections. 

The machine operates as follows: 


The 
stone being first put in motion the cells are 
supplied with wood through the openings a a, 
the followers having been previously with- 
drawn by means of the hand-wheels. The 
followers are then brought snugly up against | 
the wood in the cells by means of the hand- | 
wheels. The worms are moved into engage- | 
ment with the gears by means of the levers,

catch x’, Whenever the wood in either cell | 
is consumed its plunger is disconnected from 
the feeding mechanism, throwing the proper 
worm, by means of one of the levers, out of | 
engagement with its gear without interfering | 


with the advance movement or operation of 





the follower in the other cell. The top and 
bottom plates of the cells are constantly kept 
close to the grinding-face of the stone by 
means of their adjusting-bolts so as to prevent 
the thin piece of wood to which the blocks are 
ultimately reduced from being carried through 
between the stone and the plates into the pulp. 

The machine is fed and operated by the at- 
tendant from one position, thereby saving time 
and enabling one person to run a greater num- 
ber of machines. 

The feeding mechanism being driven from 
the shaft of the grinding-stone, the advance 
movement of the followers varies in exact ac- 
cordance with the speed of the stone, thus 
producing a uniform grade of pulp, and utiliz- 


ing the power to the best advantage.

Extracts From a Millwright’s 
Diary.

April 21.—Extensive repairs are to be 
made, of course, during the coming summer, 
and plans and drawings have to be prepared 
for the intelligent prosecution of the work. I 
have had lots of trouble to make the india ink 
work well, and have been much troubled by 
blurring and running of some lines, but finally 
got over the trouble by letting the drawing lie 
sixty to ninety minutes in the sunshine, hav- 
ing previously dissolved a very smali quantity 
of bichromate of potash in the ink which was 
used in making the drawing. 

Probably all paper makers know that if 
animal size is treated with a smal! quantity of 
bichromate of potash, and then exposed to the 
sunlight, the size or glue becomes insoluble in 
water. By analysis, india ink has been found 
to contain a little size or glue, and therefore 
the addition of a liule bichromate of potash 
renders the ink as well as the glue insoluble, 

I also experienced another trouble. In 
applying a wash of color, the paper would 
become dampened entirely through in some 
places, causing it to ‘' crinkle” or buckle to an 
annoying extent. Frequently the paper used 
o ‘*buckle” and the lines blur. Then the 
only remedy was to swear as little as possible. 
get a new sheet of paper and try again. Now, 
by mixing a little sugar with the color wash,

PuLp-GRINDING 


As I have many times stated, a man has no 
business to try and run wide belts on or off 
their pulleys. The belt clamps are made for 
this kind of business, and they should be used 
for it, too. Sometimes a belt gets torn while 
trying to run it on a pulley, and sometimes a 
man or two gets killed, but wide belts always 
have been run on in spite of the danger, and 
it is likely they will still be abused in the same 
manner, soit behooves the millwright to do the 
job without danger to himself, even if a $35 or 
$40 belt gets spoiled. 

Pull the belt up on to the pulley, first, of 
course, having stopped the machinery. It will 
not do to slow down for this business, the ma- 
chinery must come toa dead stop. With the 
help of two or three men, draw the belt over 
the pulley until the return side of the belt is 
tightas possible. Now double a piece of mar- 
line and pass the bight of it through between 
two arms of the pulley, thence up over the face 
of the pulley and pass the two ends of the 
string through the bight. Give the ends a 
turn under the belt and let them be long 
enough, so that you can stand in a place of 
safety and hold the ends of the marline. 

When all is ready, let the mill be started. 
The marline will stretch and groan, but it will 
hold until the belt is past the centre of the pul- 
ley, or too far on to slip off. As this point is 
reached let up on the marline a little, and then 
quickly let go altogether, when the ends will 
draw out of the bight and the marline will fall 
off. Perhaps it will wind up on the shaft. If 
this happens let it go, to be removed some time 
when the mill is shut down. 

It is the practice of some millwrights to tie 
the marline in a hard knot, letting the string 
break when the belt got onthe pulley. This 
may work all right with an extra strong belt 
or with very poor marline, but it is very apt to 
cutinto the belt one or two inches on one or 
both edges before the strain becomes intense 
enough to break the string. In the case of 
extra heavy belts, it is well to use a half-inch 
rooe instead of marline, which last might cut 
the belt before it got on to the pulley. When 
rope is used, it must be arranged to slip or a 
torn belt will be the certain result. 

April 26.-—An “* oil man 
office to-day, and dropped out again inside of 
ten minutes the most discouraged-looking man 
I have seen fora year. There has not been 
an oil drummer here before for three months, 
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tound it to be a compound which would make 
an old sweep horse-power go hard and creak 
in misery. With first-class oil it cost 40 cents 
to oil up the mill, and with this cheap stuff it 
cost 25 cents. The ‘‘ old man” made a saving 
of 15 cents by using the poor oil, yet he soon 
found that it took about ten horse-power more 
to run the mill than it did with good oil. A 
horse-power is worth 3 cents fast enough, and 
$3 per day is the cost of saving 15 cents on the 
oil bill. The “‘ old man” is *‘ laying back ” for 
that oily drummer, and he will expend the ten 
horse-power on that slippery mortal’s head— 
if he catches him. 

It pays to buy good oil of a responsible 
dealer, and to pay a respectable price for the 
oil. For many years to come machinery will 
not be built perfect enough to run without oil, 
and so it will not pay to scrimp too closely 
that slippery friction reducer. If you wish to 
reduce the oil bills do it by preventing the 
waste of oil, not by reducing quality or quan- 
tity. 

Half a pint of oil poured on top of a box 
to run into the river is a common but need- | 
less waste, but it will not do to reduce the | 
quality of the half dozen drops which get to 
the shaft; it will not do to reduce the quality | 
of this oil just to save cost in the half-pint 
which gets wasted in the river. |

Improvement in the Ammonia 
Soda Process. 





The process described under is a late | 
improvement in the manufacture of soda 
(sodium carbonate) by decomposing common | 
salt (sodium chloride) in solution, with am- 
monia and carbonic acid, separating the | 
sodium bicarbonate thus produced from the 
liquid and roasting it to form the monocar- | 
bonate of sodium, It has particular reference | 
to the operation in which the conversion of the | 
common salt into bicarbonate of sodium is ef- 
fected, but includes also a preliminary carbon- 
ation of the ammoniated brine and a purifica- 
tion of the carbonic acid employed. 

The soda (sodium carbonate) made by the 
ammonia process is apt to be impregnated 
more or less with carbonaceous matter of a 
sooty or tarry nature, which impairs its value. 
This contamination is due in part, if not 
wholly, to impurities in the carbonic acid, a 


part of which usually is derived from lime- 
kilns. To obviate the difficulty on this account 
the limekiln gases are purified on their way 
to the carbonator or decomposing apparatus 
by subjecting them to the action of an alkaline 
solution, preferably of ammonia or ammonium 
carbonate, although a similar compound of 
sodium or potassium will answer. Impurities 
not removed by water are separated by this 
solution. Preferably the limekiln gases are 
treated with the ammonium-chloride solution 
from which the bicarbonate of sodium has 
been separated, and which contains more or 
less ammonia or ammonium carbonate. This 
liquid is afterward distilled with milk of lime 
for the recovery of the ammonia, and the sepa- 
rated impurities pass off with the waste calcium- 
chloride solution from the still. Any suitable 
scrubber or apparatus for bringing liquids and 
gases into contact with each other may be em- 
ployed ; but preference is given to a system of 
alternating and overlapping rings and disks 
supported in a column. 

The carbonation of ammoniated brine 
takes place in two stages: first, the carbonic 
acid unites with the ammonia to form am- 
monium carbonate, and, second, an extra 
equivalent of carbonic acid is taken up, and 
the double decomposition of the sodium chlor- 
ide and ammonium carbonate or bicarbonate 
takes place with precipitation of sodium bi- 
carbonate and the formation of ammonium 
chloride which enters into the solution. Heat 
is evolved in both stages, but to the greater 
extent in the first stage. By the process under 
review the carbonation is divided between two 
apparatuses, in the first of which the mono- 
carbonation of the ammonia may take place, 
the liquid being brought as a spray or shower 
into contact with the carbonic-acid gas, while 
the precipitation of the sodium bicarbonate is 
mainly or wholly confined to the second ap- 
paratus, in which the carbonic-acid gas bubbles 
up through the liquid. Further, the prelimin- 
ary carbonation of the ammoniated brine is 
effected by the carbonic acid on its way 
through the precipitating apparatus, the gases 
being withdrawn from the apparatus and then 
returned to it again after passing through the 
preparatory apparatus, the precipitating ap- 
paratus being so constructed that the with- 
drawal and return of the gas does not interfere 
with the passage of the liquid. By using a 
preparatory apparatus for bringing the gas 
into contact with the ammoniated brine in the 
form of spray, little pressyre is required to 
force it through. 

It is desirable to effect the decomposition 
in such a way that the bicarbonate of sodium 
is precipitated in coarse crystals, in order 
that they may be the more readily sepa- 
rated by filtration. Practically it may be said 
that elevation of the temperature at which the 
decomposition takes place induces the precipi- 
tation of coarse crystals and lowering of tem- 
perature facilitates the reaction. At a suffi- 
ciently high temperature ammonia and the 
carbonic acid pass off without decomposing the 
sodium chloride, It is found (and this is be- 
lieved to be a new discovery) that the pres- 
ence of ammonium chloride in the solution or 
the admixture of an ammonium-chloride solu- 
tion with the ammoniated brine enables a 
coarse precipitate to be attained at a tempera- 
ture lower than heretofore, and therefore more 
favorable to the reaction. The solution of am- 
monium chloride produced in the process is 
most conveniently employed, and its use by 
returning the same to be mixed with the am- 
moniated brine does not increase the quality 
of liquid to be distilled. Evidently it may be 
employed before or after the decomposed brine 
is filtered to separate the precipitated bicar- 
bonate of sodium. Practically the desired 


| effect is produced in the best manner by pump- 


ing back into the upper part of the carbonator 
or precipitating apparatus liquid which has 
passed through more or less of said apparatus 
and had the sodium chloride wholly or partly 
decomposed. This return of brine, besides 
effecting the precipitation of coarser crystals, 


has the further advantage that the liquid is 


| oftener acted upon by the carbonicacid. The 
least force, also, is required to pump the 
liquor back, because the weight of the col- 


umn in the 


return conduit is partly bal- 
anced by the liquid in the precipitating appa- 
ratus.

As the season advances the weather 
grows warmer and the disposition to work 
weakens. While there is a fair amount of 
work doing in some branches of the trade, 
quiet feeling seems to prevail generally. 

Manufacturers, as a rule, are not complain- 
ing over the demand, but still show that old- 
time dissatisfaction about low prices. 

Among manilla manufacturers there is a 
restless feeling, occasioned by the high prices 
on raw materials, which are hardly covered by 
the recent quarter of a cent advance on the 
finished product. Since that advance jute 
stocks have advanced a quarter of a cent per 
pound, and bleaching powder an eighth of a 
cent, and it requires economical manage- 
ment to produce a No. 1 manilla so as to re- 
alize a small percentage of profit. As the late 
advance on manillas was justified by the high 
cost of raw material, it seems that a further 
advance is called for on the same grounds. 

The paper-stock market is uneventful. A 
small business is being done to fill up deficien- 
cies in general stocks, but nothing in the way 
of large sales is reported, as mills claim to be 
well supplied. Sellers are not carrying large 
stocks and are disposed to await a future 
movement before entering into a general im- 
portation of supplies. Margins are very close 
and prices low. It is claimed that foreign 
markets do not show any accumulation of 
stocks, and in consequence prices are heid 
firm. Freights have been stiffening of late 
and now there is a scarcity of freight room of- 
fering, and what there is is at advanced rates

Fine 
writings are in very good demand, with prices 
unchanged, and book and news are quite 
active. Manillas are steady at ruling prices.

Early Engineering Reminiscences. | 





By GrorGE Esco. SELLERS. 





(Continued.) 


After viewing the machine, in which I was 
not in any way limited in time, for Mr. Don- 
kin seemed to take pleasure in exhibiting it, 
Of course I, 


he led the way back to the office. 
for the time, abandoned all hopes of being 
shown through the shops. When about leav- 
ing, he referred to the pulp-dresser, and said 
he must again caution me showing it to any- 
one. To this I replied by repeating what Sir 
Walter Scott had said to my uncle, Rembrandt 
Peale, as to his friend, ‘‘ Honest Bryan Donkin, 
the machinist,” that with such an endorsement 
I felt that I ran no risk, and should send the 
pulp-dresser to him. 

His face brightened with a look of great sat- 
isfaction, as he said that ‘‘when Sir Walter 
acknowledged the authorship of the Waverley 
novels, and said that for a long time it had 
been known to twenty people, none of whom 
had abused his confidence, he was proud of 
knowing that he was one of the twenty; he 
then added, the acquaintance, and, he might 
say, intimacy with Sir Walter had come about 
in a most natural way; he had frequent con- 
sultations with the Constables, the publishers 
of Scott’s novels, on the subject of paper for 
that purpose, at which Sir Walter was often 
present.” 

He said that Mr. Swan, in his letter to him, 
had expressed a belief that it would be mutu- 
ally advantageous to us to have a free inter- 
change of ideas on paper machinery, and he 
laughingly added: ‘‘ My ideas have gone to 
America in a machine I sent there to fill an 
order, and I learn they have already been cop- 
ied.” I told him that so far we had been ex- 
clusively engaged on cylinder machines, and 
had never built a Fourdrinier ; that at that time 
Phelps & Spofford were the only builders in 
the United States. He asked what we got for 
a complete squirrel-cage cylinder, naming a 
size. On my giving our regular price, he 
promptly said that he could not compete, pay 
freight and duty, for our price was less than he 
got at his works. This I felt to be my oppor- 
tunity, so I explained our mode of putting up 
the cylinders, the machinery and tools we used. 
He listened very attentively, but made no com- 
ments. I could not but admire his extreme 
caution and reticence as to his modes. At the 
same time his evident eagerness to learn what 
others were doing amused me, and I felt much 
like a man in the hands of an interviewer of 
the present day. But to divert, and at the 
same time lead him on, I remarked that I had 
been surprised at not finding the direct-acting 
guillotine paper-cutter in use in England, when 
in America they had almost entirely superseded 
the plane or bookbinder’s trimmer for all paper 
trimmed and put up at the mills. He under- 
stood there were very serious objections to 
them, inasmuch as a chisel-edged knife could 
not be thrust directly down through paper, with- 
out turning or making a sharp edge on the lower 
side of every sheet. ‘‘ Yes,” I replied, ‘‘if the 
paper is loose, but the pile of paper to be 
trimmed being pressed lightly together, the 
knife goes through it like shaving wood,” and 
added, ‘‘ this you can try with a sharp chisel, 
when you have the paper pressed on a calender 
roll shaft, ready for the lathe.” He had never 
thought of this, but should certainly try it. 
He then asked if I would, for a consideration, 
sketch the most approved plan in use. I re- 
plied that I would cheerfully and freely give 
him any information he wanted; the machine 
was patented in the United States, and at that 
time we were the exclusive builders, paying 
the patentee a royalty on each machine; that 
their introduction had been rapid ; that in the 
United States there were very few mills with- 
out them ; that printers and bookbinders had 
generally adopted them for pamphlet trimming. 
It was growing toward night, and as I had an 
engagement for the evening, and, moreover, 
began to feel hungry, I again essayed to go, 
when Mr. Donkin asked if I had ever given a 
thought to the possibility of making an abso- 
lutely perfect screw. Mr. Saxton had told me 
this had been a hobby with Mr. Donkin for 
many years, and on the previous Sunday I had 
gone with Saxton to the Royal Observatory at 
Greenwich, where we had seen the great mural 
wheel that had been turned at Donkin’s works, 
and graduated by Throughton with one of Don- 
kin’s screws. I replied that when a boy I had 
been much interested by my grandfather's ideas 
and efforts in that direction ; that to generate a 
screw of a certain pitch, instead of setting a 
sharp knife edge at an angle of the axis of the 
spindle to be cut, as | had been shown the day

previous as Maudsley’s design, my grandfather 


had drawn hard iron wire by light draughts to | 


insure accuracy ; that this he had wound like a 
spiral spring on an accurately turned iron man- 
drel, with a fixed collar at one end and a loose 
one at the other, driven up by a screw nut, to 
force and hold the coils when wound in close 
contact. 
nut. I had found this in grandfather’s shop 
with a number of wooden rods wound in the 
same manner with wires of various sizes ; these 


latter he had explained as having been used in | 


testing and correcting his wire gauge by the 
numbers of coils to the inch. The iron one, 
he said, was an effort to produce an accurate 
screw for his friend David Rittenhouse. He 
did not say for what use, but I infer it had 
something to do with Rittenhouse’s astronomi- 
cal work. I hastily described old John White’s 
expedient for cutting press screws before the 
time of engine lathes that I described in my 
second paper. Mr. Donkin had evidently got 
on his hobby ; he insisted on my stopping to see 
a couple of his screws for graduating. They 
were of steel, about 1 ¥ inch diameter and about 
13% inch long, as near as I can recollect; 
one of 25, the other of 50 threads to the inch. 
This was firmly placed over the 25-thread one, 
so that 50 threads calipered them In front a 
movable microsc pe, with a finely graduated 
micrometer eye-piece; by sliding the micro- 
scope and turning the screws the least possi- 
ble variation could be detected. It was grow- 
ing too dark to see this to advantage. Mr. 
Donkin spoke enthusiastically as to what Mr. 
Maudsley had done toward establishing stand- 
ard screws; but as to absolutely correct ones 
he said: ‘‘ We may have a screw with a deer 
or long nut on it that works smooth and easy, 
and with the most delicate handling no imper- 
fection can be discovered, yet, on using the 
screw for a dividing engine, errors would soon 
be apparent.” 


He asked if I had ever thought of or seen 
any device for testing irregularities or gain or 
loss of one thread over another? None but a 
very simple one of Isaiah Lukins, town-clock 
maker of Philadelphia—a little sliding carriage 
parallel with the screw to be tested. This 
carriage had a fixed point in the groove or 
channel of the screw. By turning the screw 
it would be made to advance in either direction 
as the screw was turned. In this carriage, in 
the plane of the axis of the screw, was an 
adjustable stud or centre that could be set at 
any number of threads desired from the carry- 
ing point. On this stud was a lever or index 
hand, as Lukins called it, the short end fitting 
into a channel of the screw, the long end rest- 
ing on a graduated arc, adjusting the fulcrum 
stud so that the index hand pointed toO. On 
turning the serew to advance the carriage by 
the fixed point, the least variation would be 
shown by the point of the index lever. There 
was also an arrangement to measure short 
inequalities by using the obliquity of the 
thread by either raising or depressing the 
lever on the centre pin or fulcrum. I do not 
know what mode had been taken to correct 
errors when found, but I thought Mr. Saxton 
who had served his apprenticeship with Lukins 
would be able to give all information. He haa 
never spoken to Saxton on the subject, but he 
should certainly take the first opportunity of 
doing so. He did not then say what he had 
done, but only remarked that it was wonderful 
that minds over 3,000 miles apart should in 
any degree travel the same roads. He threw 
the covers off of some of his apparatus, no 
doubt with the intention of showing and ex- 
plaining. But the increasing darkness and 
my evening engagement forced me to tear 
myself away. The shops were far out on the 
Blue Anchor road, some three or four miles 
from where I was stopping. I might be 
obliged to walk a long distance before I could 
catch a cab or omnibus. On leaving, Mr. 
Donkin presented me with a one-foot koxwood 
scale of his own graduating, which I have had 
in almost constant use to the present time and 
value it highly. 

{ found Mr. Saxton waiting for me for our 
evening engagement, but not having had a 
mouthful since an early breakfast, food must 
first be discussed. When I told him what an 
enjoyable afternoon I had with the great 
inventor, he asked: ‘‘Did he show you 
through his shops ?” ‘‘ Only his erecting shop.”

Now, if the felt runs to either side, or diverges from its path of travel, it 
will press against the plate, d, on that side toward which it tends, and thus 
actuate the lever arms to tilt the shield G. This lowering of the shield on 
one side permits the paw! resting thereon to drop likewise, and the latter will 


engage with the toothed wheel, Z. 


But, since the rocker-plate, D, is continually oscillating, the paw! will be 
actuated and advance the toothed wheel, which rotates a small gear or toothed 


front journal or bearing of the Felt Guide-Roll in the opposite direction to 
that in which the felt is moving. 


H is a hand-wheel by which the Guide-Roll may be adjusted in the ordinary 


manner, if it is desired. 

Now, it is evident that as long as the felt is moving it supplies motive- 
power, through the guide-roll, B, to actuate the rocker-plate, D, and the 
pawis, while the movement of the felt, in either direction, laterally of its 


proper path of travel, will tilt the rocker-shield, G, and allow one of the pawls 


to engage in the toothed wheel, Z. In this way the movable carriage is 
adjusted and the guide-roll “cut” or slanted in the opposite direction to the 
diverging movement of the felt. 


The adjustment of this machine is very easily effected, as follows: 


Presuming the felt is in ite proper position, the guide-roll, B, is to be placed 
at right angles to the machine frame or the path of travel of the felt. The 
guide-plates, dd, are then adjusted closely up to the edge of said felt, and 
the levers, a 6 c, are then so arranged that the rocking-shield, G, is in a 


position to keep both the pawls, # F’, disengaged or free from the teeth of the 


wheel, Z. The felt may then be put in motion, and the operative will be 
assured that this Felt-Guide will hereafter continually and automatically 


wheel, meshing with the fixed rack on the machine frame and the plate or ¢ direct the felt in its proper course. 


There are many advantages to be derived from the use of this device, prominent among which is the great saving in felts, since 


it prevents cutting. 
as any portion. 


It also prevents the felt from wrinkling on the edges, and in consequence the felt is always as good on the edge 
We also furnish Wire Guides upon the same principle, Furthermore, this apparatus is very simple in its

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tus it is desirable to have the rising carbonic 


acid pass through small openings in partitions 
by which the apparatus is divided, so that it 
may be brought into more intimate contact 
with the ammoniated brine. These openings 
are liable to become clogged by incrustation. 


To obviate difficulty on this account, means 


are provided for heating the walls of these 
openings. Heat thus applied causes the crust 
to be removed without heating the entire body 
of liquid in the apparatus. The same or simi- 
lar means can be used for cooling the brine 


and carbonic acid, a cooling being substituted 
for a heating fluid. Practically the openings 
are made in hollow castings attached to or 
forming part of the partitions and adapted to 
receive a current of steam or cold water or 
other fluid. 
acid and other passages may similarly be pro- | 
vided with jackets for the same purpose. 

The carbonator, consisting of an upright 
column divided by perforated partitions, is 
combined with an upright shaft and stirrers 
thereon to keep the bicarbonate of sodium 
from settling and also more thoroughly to mix | 
together the ammoniated brine and the car- 
bonic acid, the rotation causing the gas to rise 
in an oblique direction. 


The inlet pipes for the carbonic 


To effect the carbonation or decomposi- 
tion in the best manner, the compartments | 
of the carbonator or precipitating apparatus 
are constructed to have a vapor or gas space 
at the top of each. These spaces increase the 
surface contact between the brine and the car- 
bonic acid, which contact is found very bene- | 
ficial to the reaction desired; and they also 
cause a mixture of the different bodies of gas 
arriving at different times, some of which are 
richer in’carbonic acid than others, so that the 
escaping gas has the average richness in car- | 





bonic acid. 

The reaction between the sodium chloride, 
ammonium carbonate and carbonic acid is 
most energetic in the lower part of the car- 
bonator or precipitating apparatus, where the 
gases there introduced contain only a small | 
percentage of inert gases. In the upper part 
the reaction is less energetic, because the 
percentage of inert gases is greater, a large 
proportion of the carbonic acid having been | 
removed by combination with the sodium of 
the sodium chloride. It is therefore more im- 
portant to cool the lower part of the carbon- 
ator or precipitating apparatus in order to | 
prevent the reaction carrying the tempera- 
ture so high as injuriously to affect the decom- 
position, 

Heretofore water to cool the carbonator has 
been applied to top of the latter, and by the 
| 


time it reached the lower parts it became too 
warm to reduce the temperature properly. 
According to this process a perforated pipe or 
sprinkler is applied to the lower part of the 
carbonator or precipitating apparatus, so as | 
to supply fresh cold water to that part; or | 
other convenient means are used with the | 
same object. |

Automatic Fire Extinguishment. 


A special car containing a number of gen- | 
tlemen connected with the fire insurance com- 
panies of this city and others left the Grand 
Central Depot on Friday of last week, for 
Montrose, near Peekskill, N. Y., the site of 
the oil-cloh factory ot A. F. Buchanan & 
Sons, to witness a contest between a fire and 
an automatic sprinkler. 

Among these were D. P. W. McMullen, 
George A, Stanton and C. A. Trowbridge, of | 
the Manufacturers Fire Equipment Company, 
New York ; James Yearance, of the London 
and Lancashire Insurance Company ; Charles 
A. Hull, of the Howard Insurance Company ; | 
E. E, Worden, of the Phenix ; Frank Lock, of | 
the London Fire Insurance Association, and 
others. 


This trip was made on the invitation 
of the Manufacturers Equipment Company, 
of 155 Broadway, New York. 

A pine-wood building had been constructed 
and filled with oil-cloth suspended from tne 
ceiling in layers, and to this shavings were 
added, the whole being a reproduction of a 
drying-room in the adjacent oil-cloth factory. 
The temperature of these rooms is about 280°, | 
and the ingredients used in the manufacture of 
the cloth—linseed-oil and naphtha—render the 
whole extremely inflammable. The condi- 
lions, therefore, were considered the most 
exacting, and for this reason the site was 
chosen. The extinguishing apparatus which 
Was used consists of a seriesof iron water- 
Pipes, which in ordinary cases are attached to 
the ceilings of the factory, and to these are 
Screwed at intervals of a few feet a sprinkler 
Consisting of a simple device which, when not 
in a state of activity, remains closed by reason 
of a lever which 1s held in position by means 
ot a solder composed of bismuth, 47.38 ; lead, 
19.36; tin, 19.97; cadmium, 13.29. 

Such an alloy is readily fusible at 155° Fahr., 
‘nd can, by changing the relative proportions 
ofits ingredients, be made to resist tempera- 
‘ures of extreme heat. When by reason of fire 
‘Tany other cause the temperature reaches the 
bint at which the solder fuses, the valve is re- 
ased and the water is distributed by each 
Prinkler over a’ radius of ten or more feet 
‘th a force depending upon the height of the 
column of water in the tank or source,of supply.

In addition to this the flow of the water 
when released from the sprinkler trips a gong 


| on the exterior of the building, thus warning 


the watchman of the danger. 
The chief feature which distinguishes the 


| sprinkler tested from others appears to be in 


an elastic valve seat and a rigid valve so se- 
curely and ingeniously fastened as to relieve 
the low-fusing solder of all strain from the 


| body of water behind it. 


The room designed to test the extinguisher 
was furnished with the described apparatus ; 
and a body of shavings having been distributed 
over the floor and interspersed among the 
layers of oil-cloth, the whole was ignited. In 
exactly fifteen seconds after the match was 
applied the sprinklers were at work, and in 
ferty seconds the fire was completely extin- 
guished, as was readily seen by means of the 
windows provided for that purpose. The goods 
were then withdrawn for inspection, when it 
was found that a few yards alone were dam- 
aged, the bulk of the cloth being saved in good 
condition, and the building itself was only 
slightly scorched in a few places. 

A second experiment was tried with a view 
to testing the value of the invention to the ut- 
most. The whole of the cloth, floor and 
building was saturated with naphtha and 
ignited. In an instant the little building was 


| enveloped in a sheet of fire, the flames burst- 


ing through every opening, scorching and 
singeing the men who applied the torch and 
compelling them to beat a hasty retreat. In 
ten seconds after the match was applied the 
sprinklers opened fire, and in twenty-five sec- 
onds the flames were completely controlled. 
After this highly satisfactory result Mr. Bu- 
chanan, the owner of the mill, came forward, 
and, shaking Mr. Stanton warmly by the hand, 
expressed himself as more than gratified. And 
this was in effect the verdict of all who wit- 
nessed the test. 

The company named will put in these ap- 
pliances and improvements at its own expense, 
and, in return for its expenditure, asks the 
manufacturer to pay it the same sum of money 


| annually which he is now paying for insurance 


upon his property. The company will furnish 
him with the same amount of insurance which 
he now carries, as well as any additional 
amounts as may be required, upon the same 
terms proportionately. In order to accom- 
plish this it has made a compact with certain 
insurance companies of high standing and am- 
ple resources, who agree to accept insurance 
upon such establishments as may be so 


| equipped upon such terms as will enable the 
| company to supply the sprirklers, it being un- 


derstood that this sum, as stated, shall be paid 
annually for a fixed period, and at the end 
of this time the equipment will become the 
property of the manufacturer absolutely, and 
will be deeded to him by the company.

The United 
States is the best customer that Japan has 
for her products, and yet few manufactur- 
ers in this country try to encourage recip- 
rocity in trade. There are a few things of 
American manufacture which the Japan- 
ese persist in purchasing, almost to the 
exclusion of like products from other 
countries, and were the opportunity offered

THE application of paper or paper pulp 
to building construction has been engag- 
ing more attention of late, and properly 
so. Not long ago we noted the fact that 
the Germans were engaging in the manu- 
facture of paper-pulp substitutes for 
plaster, and the idea, although not new, 
seems to have led to further development. 
When it is considered that paper pulp 
can be converted into the different forms 
into which we are wont to carve wood 
and mold plaster, it seems strange that its 
usefulness in this regard should have been 
so much neglected in practice. Papier- 
maché is by no means a novelty, yet its 
use has been comparatively restricted. 
But perhaps the time is not distant when 
this shall be changed. Panelings and 
moldings are to be presented to the pub- 
lic gaze, and people are to be called upon 
to look upon the results as applicable to 
interior decoration. 





A PAPER manufacturer who has some- 
thing to say on the subject of prices pre- 
sents the condition of the trade in a strong 
but unfavorable light. Just how far he is 
correct in his conclusions as to cost of 
production and the unprofitableness of 
returns can be better estimated by those 
engaged in the business than by us. We 
believe that it is possible to advance 
prices if paper makers are willing to fore- 
go some of the privileges of competition 
and fix upon a scale by which they will 
abide. The question is whether the 
cheapened cost of material is commen- 
surate with or justifies the lower prices 
which now rule. It isthe evident purpose 
of the writer of the communication which 
appears in another column to direct the 


| attention of manufacturers to this sub- 


ject, presenting considerations which 
challenge investigation or invite dispute. 
Perhaps some other members of the trade 
will discuss the matter. We shall be glad 
to print the opinions of all who have any- 
thing to say upon it. 





ONE of the financial journals, discuss- 
ing business prospects, is filled with fore- 
boding. It refers to experience which 
has taught us that each period of business 
prosperity is followed by another of de- 
pression, and then remarks: 


Good times have but just begun, yet there are clear 
indications of a change for the worse, and unwelcome as 
these are it is worth while to note them. First of all is 
the increase in speculative movements. Thest mean 
harm to the country in many ways. Not only do they 
divert capital from its legitimate calling, but they ab- 
sorb the intelligence and energy which are needed in 
other directions. Furthermore, when these movements 
come to an end the losing party has less money to em- 
bark in other enterprises, his faith and courage have 
weakened, and he is like the defeated soldier on the 
the battle-field—ill prepared for another struggle. 


First among injurious speculations comes 
that in food products; railway exten- 
sion is another subject which is cited 
as productive of evil, while the gen- 
eral speculative tendency, extending into 
everything in which investment is carried 
to an extreme hazard, proclaims, in the 
opinion of our contemporary, the near ap- 
proach of trouble. This thought is 
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worthy of consideration in connection 
with all In the paper trade 
there has been shown of late a growing

disposition to construct mills on an ex- 
tensive scale, to put up large and costly 
plants, and to make the entire equipment 


| for manufacture of dimensions from which 


the paper maker of a few years ago would 
have shrunk with alarm. It may prop- 
erly be asked if we are not overdoing our- 
only in 
speculations of an ephemeral character, 
but in those expected to produce lasting re- 
sults, by enterprises more solidly founded. 
It is certainly best to proceed with judg- 
ment controlled by caution, and with the 
recollection of what has happened in the 
past. An even growth is better than an 
exuberant development. Trade and man- 
ufacture should grow with the times and 
not anticipate them unwisely. We do not 
say that there should be no prevision; 
but arrangements should be made with 
just regard to the present and due calcu- 
lation as to the future. As our contem- 
porary remarks: ‘“ Overspeculation and 
excessive faith will inevitably do their 
evil work, and the only way to prevent 
this is to go more slowly and more ration- 
ally at the present time.” We might add 
that if the evil day cannot be averted it 
can be deferred, but as it is sure to come 
it should be guarded against. It may not 
be so near as some may suppose, but it is 
wisdom to look ahead‘ for it. 





Watermarks.

Several new suits are to be brought on 
causes of action arising out of the disinfection 
business. It is sickening that there should be 
so much litigation. I am sure that there are 
some who will agree with me—~. ¢., the parties 
to be sued. 


The Grand Jury over in New Jersey, 
within whose province it was to examine into 
the recent rotary boiler explosion at the Ivan- 
hoe Paper Mill, Paterson, N. J., has investi- 
gated the matter and dismissed the case. 





Dr. George M. Sternberg, whose utter- 
ances on the question of the disinfection of 
rags have in the past been referred to by some 
people as beyond doubt, seems to have had 


his eyes opened. At least I judge $0 from | 


one of his letters which has been published in 
a late issue of a medical journal. 


He has investigated the methods of 
gathering and shipping rags on the other side, 
and says that his previous understanding of the 
methods in vogue was wrong. Referring to 
the fact that these rags are sent to large ware- 
houses at Ghent, Brussels, Berlin and Stettin, 
he says that the handling of them by the 
workers at these places, without any injurious 
or unhealthy results, must be taken as data in 
estimating the danger, which he further along 
says is much greater at these warehouses than 
on this side of the water. 


Disinfection by sulphur on the other 
side, he alleges, is a farce and “‘ is practised 
simply for the purpose of escaping the steam 
disinfection at this end of the line.” It is 
looked upon by the health authorities as un 
necessary and inefficient. 


The conclusions in his letter are as 
follows: ‘‘ During the prevalence of cholera 
in Europe, I would exclude all old rags shipped 
from ports known to be infected or in direct 
communication with infected places. I would 
require all rags shipped from a healthy port 
during the prevalence of cholera in Europe to 
be disinfected by steam before they were baled 
for shipment. In the absence of any prevail- 
ing epidemic I would not treat baled rags dif- 
ferently from other merchandise.” 


Dr. Sternberg also says in the same 
letter : ‘‘ The danger from baled rags in tran- 
sit is hardly worthy of consideration.” He is 
evidently experiencing a change of heart. 


In regard to disinfecting by steam at 
the point of packing, he says that he was in- 
formed by the rag merchants in Berlin and 
other cities that they would gladly construct 
suitable apparatus if they knew exactly what 
was required on this side and if they had 
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: 
any assurance that the authorities here had 





adopted a settled policy. 


These statements of Dr. Sternberg have 
brought down upon him the wrath of some 
medical people who have been very forward 
in advocating the claims of the steam-box, 


but it is probable that he will survive the on- | 


slaught. 


The.editor of one medical journal says 
thatsteam disinfecting on the other side is im- 
practicable, Dr. Sternberg and the packers to 
the contrary notwithstanding, which means, I 
suppose, that it would be impracticable for 
anyone here to get $5 per ton if the work was 
done across the water. 


The truth is that Dr. Sternberg is be- 
ginning to see some facts in their proper light, 
and people who have built their calculations 
on his former views are not at all pleased with 
his change of front. 

Some importers have been writing to 
Dr. Smith in regard to his talk in the last 


PAPER TRADE JOURNAL and asking him what | 


he proposes to require of those bringing rags 
into this port. After quoting the resolution of 
the Chamber of Commerce, adopted May, 1885, 
and saying that at that time he assured the 
chamber that he would accept the resolution 
as his rule, the Doctor continues as follows : 


‘* [have informed all rag-importing firms 
who have applied to me for information that 
instructions issued by the State Department 
to the United States consuls at ports of ship- 
ment to furnish such certificates as are contem- 
plated in the resolution of the Chamber of 


Commerce and the compliance therewith by | 


such consular representatives would be satis- 
factory evidence, and would pass the rags at 
this Quarantine.” 


As I understand the matter, this resolu- 
tion, which the Doctor accepted as his rule two 
years ago, does not require an inspector’s 


certificate ; but in point of fact the Doctor, in | 


practice, has required certificates from both 
inspector and consul. 


Does he now propose to change his 
practice and conform it to the resolution, or 
are the old requirements still to prevail ?

Trade Talks. 





John Tod, Paper Maker, Lasswade, Scotland 
—Giving his impression of the paper mills 
which he has visited in America, said ; I would 
first of all express my hearty thanks for the most 
hospitable courtesy with which I have every- 
where been treated, the readiness with which 
all machines and operations were shown and 
explained, and the trouble which many have 
taken to answer my inquiries and to show me 
what was new or interesting. I have been 
struck with the fact that, most of the mills be- 
ing new and the happy possessors of abundant 
space, there is a completeness, a roominess and 
airiness and an arrangement of the various 
processes, so as to economise labor in these 
mills, very different from many mills in 
Britain, which have been added to and patched 
up from time to time,so ‘‘ that they form a 
kind of maze,” puzzling to visitors and expen- 
sive to proprietors, 

I have also been struck with the larger 
dimensions, on this side, of rag boilers, break- 
ing and beating engines, &c., and generally 
with the substantiality, the finish, the ‘‘ nacki- 
ness” and the excellent order of the machinery 
and appliances I have seen, as well as with 
the look, finish and handle of the papers, 
made from poorer stock and material than 
are used for the same class of paper in Great 
Britain. The high finish of fine writings and 
printings has been a feature specially noted. 
Whilst in my opinion America is before 
Britain in many respects, I think that in 
‘*screens,” or as they are called on the other 
side ‘* strainers,” the old country is ‘‘ ahead.” 
The noise made by the American ‘‘ jog,” as 
well as its cumbrousness and splutter, is much 
different from the quietness of the ‘‘revolver” or 
‘*flat” on the air pump principle (such as Wood’s 
patent), which are in use at my mills in Scot- 
land, working quietly, cheaply maintained, 
easily cleaned, and yielding very clean paper. 
The universal use of such engines as the Jor- 
dan, Jeffrys, Gould, &c., for brushing out the 
stuff after it has been through the “‘ beaters,” 
is one of the things in which the Americans 
are ‘‘in front.” I found the Umpherston en- 
gine well liked, but did not see the Aitchison, 
which. is now being highly spoken of in 
Britain, from its feature—a tapered roll—giv- 
ing faster motion and much greater mixing of 
the stuff. 

The immense water-power of America im- 
pressed me, and the engineering skill dis- 
played in the construction of weirs, canals, 
&c. I think from the rapid increase of mills, 
the cheapness of power, the perfection of ma- 
chinery and the mechanical contrivances, that 
there is not only no need for any protective 
tariff, but if the producing power of America 
increases during the next ten years as it has 
done in the past, America will become a large 
exporter of paper of all kinds,

| Zo the Editor of The Journal : 

The time has come for the manufacturers of 
nearly all kinds of paper to consider the situa- 
tion which most of us are in. 

Some are better located than others, or 
| make special grades and may be doing well; 

but the majority of the paper manufacturers 

| are actually reducing the value of their mills 
or their capital. If they keep up their mills 
and machinery they run behind. 

The mills are being worn out in many cases, 
with no profits put away to renew them. 

Outside capital has been put into paper 
| mills. Sometimes because the outsiders saw 
| wealthy concerns grow up, sometimes because 
| they made loans and had to go in, or sold 
| stock and could not get their pay; sometimes 

after some poor fellow had gone under and 

| they could buy the mill at alow price. The 
public and the trade see the large manufac- 
| turers building larger or adding new machin- 
ery and think that they must be making a lot 
| of money, when the fact is that the latter see 
that their only salvation is in being able to 
reduce the cost of their product by increased 
facilities and improved machinery. 

There was money in the manufacture of 
paper a few years ago at former prices of 
about two cents above the present market; but 
all know that there has been not half this re- 
duction in thg cost. 

Not one-third of the mills now running make 
money when you figure the renewals sooner 
or later required. 

The experience of the writer is, no doubt, 
the same as that of many others. Our mills 
are modern, well built, well located and are 
favored with low freights. We have the cash 
to buy with and to keep our mills up in shape. 
We get all that we can for our goods ; make 
no bad debts ; have no traveling salesmen and 
save in all the ways we can; have no interest 
to pay and attend to our business. On a 
product of about fifteen tons daily we have for 
two years run at a loss, and why? Because 
we don’t get a living price. We have carried 
the policy of economy and full production to 
the limit. 

It is time that the manufacturers of all lead- 
ing lines of paper started for a higher level of 
prices. A full cent a pound should be added. 

Some will say let the weak ones get out ; 
but that doesn’t work. The owners may get 
out, but the mills do not ; some other fellow 
runs them. They don’t need to get out if they 
will have some backbone and find out what 
paper costs them. I claim that very many 
don’t know what their paper does cost. They 
cannot tell until the end of the year, and un- 
less they consider the wear and tear they 
don’t know then. Help us get the prices up 
where they should be. HYER.
